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REFORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


East MISSISSIPPI INSANE ÁSYLUM, 
MERIDIAN, Miss., Dec. 1, 1898. f. 


To the Legislature of Mississippi : 

Pursuant to the requirement of the statute, the under- 
signed Trustees of the East Mississippi Insane Asylum pre- 
sent this, their biennial report of the condition and opera- 
tions of the Institution intrusted to their control and man- 
agement. . 

While we have felt that the inmates of the asylum, and 
the property of the State, were in safe hands while under 
the supervision of the efficient Superintendent, we have not 
shirked any part of the responsibility put upon us as trus- 
tees, and have held a regular meeting of the board at the 
asylum every three months, and have appointed one of our 
number to visit, and to carefully inspect the asylum every 
month, thereby maintaining a system of visitation and in- 
spection which served to keep us familiar with the condition 
and wants of the Institution” in its various departments. 
Much has been done in the way of repairs and improve- 
ments by & moderate expenditure of money, which, we 
think, have not only added to the appearance of the inside 
of the building and the comfort and convenience of the 
patients, but have been beneficial, in & sanitary way, to all 
the occupants of the building. 

We have done all in our power, with the means at our 
disposal, to reduce to the minimum the danger from fire, 
but we are not yet satisfied. An institution of this charac- 
ter should be lighted, if possible, with the least dangerous 
artificial light, and that we believe to be the electric light. 
All will admit that even the best grade of coal oil is more 
or less dangerous. Its use in the asylum is a constant men- 
ace to the safety of ihe patients. We, therefore, earnestly 
beg your honorable body to provide, by a small appropria- 
tion, for the construction of a small electric lighting plant. 
We refer to the remarks of the Superintendent in his report: 
to this board which is herewith submitted. S 

The appropriation made by your body at the session of 
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1892 for fire escapes, has been used as far as necessary, 
about one-half being expended. The means of escape from 
the building in case of fire, has been greatly increased. We 
have also, by a small expenditure tor a large pump, water 
pipe, plugs, hose, etc., added greatly to our facilities for ex- 
tinguishing fire. By the expenditure of about three thous- 
and dollars, which we were enabled to make by the extra 
appropriation of twenty-five hundred dollars made by you 
at the last session, we have replaced the old temporary 
wooden building used for laundry, engine and boiler room, 
with a neat, substantial, fire-proof (or nearly so) brick build- 
ing. This building is an improvement much needed. 

We have, as far as possible, adhered strictly to the com- 
petitive system of purchasing supplies, and have thereby 
been able to get them, as a rule, at the lowest wholesale 
rates. 

We have, as a Board, passed upon every account before 
its payment, and, as a rule, no purchases of any character 
are made without having been previously authorized, and 
all purchases are made by one person, the Steward. We 
have endeavored to practice the strictest economy in sup- 
plying the wants of the Institution and its unfortunate in- 
mates, but have not withheld from them anything that 
seemed necessary to their health and comfort, and have felt 
it to he a sacred duty to co-operate with the Superintendent 
to do all in our power to ameliorate, as far as possible, the 
condition of the patients. 

We have not attempied to make the farm a source of 
rofit, but have endeavored to make it self-sustaining. Most 
of the labor in the farm and garden has been done by the 
male patients, which they do cheerfully, and we believe the 
health of those that do the work, which is always light, is 
greatly benefited by the outdoor exercise, which is the 
strongest argument in its favor. 

We again call attention to the fact that a mistake was 
made in constructing the building in putting the kitchens 
and store-rooms in the basement of the building. Its situa- 
tion adds to the danger from fire, the discomfort of the in- 
mates, and of course, must render the building unhealthy. 
We ask that an appropriation be made for the construction 
of a building for cooking and store-room purposes, and for 
a common dining room. If such a building is constructed 
the present dining-rooms could be utilized for patients and 
the capacity of the building considerably increased, for 
which there is a demand, 

The report of the Superintendent, which accompanies this 
report, has been carefully examined by us and “we endorse 
the suggestions and recommendations therein. 
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The financial and “statistical report prepared by the Stew- 
ard has been carefully examihed and approved and we pre- 
sent it as our report of all moneys appropriated for the 
Asylum and received from other sources, and the expendi- 
ture thereof. It will be seen that the appropriations for the 
past two years have been sufficient, and we ask for the same 
for the next two years. 

So far as we know, the Superintendent and other officers 
of the Asylum, have been in accord with the trustees in the 
management of its affairs, and that perfect harmony has 
prevailed. 

We have been greatly benefitted by occasional visits to 
the Institution by His Excellency, the Governor, who is ex- 
officio president of our board, whose wise counsel, and time- 
ly suggestions have contributed to whatever success -has 
been attained in the management of the Institution. 

We have been informed that Mr. John Stinson, a member 
of this Board, has tendered his resignation to the Governor, 
which accounts for the absence of his name to this report.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


MERIDIAN, Miss., September 30, 1898. 


To the Board of Trustees Hast Mississippi Insane Asylum : 


GxNTLEMEN: I herewith submit for your consideration 
the fifth biennial report of this Asylum, for the years 1892 
and 1898. 

Under the new law our fiscal year closes on the 80th 
September instead of November as heretofore, making the 
biennial period two months shorter than usual. 

On the first of December, 1891, the beginning of the 
period, there were 250 patients in the Asylum, and during* 
the year there were admitted 125, making a total of 374 
under treatment. Of those admitted, 65 were chronic cases 
transíerred from the State Asylum at Jackson, immediately 
after the fire. There were discharged as restored 24; as 
improved 7; as not improved 3; 4 were sent home on tur- 
lough; 79 colored patients were transferred to the Asylum 
at Jackson, and 16 died, making a total of 188 discharges 
and deaths, leaving 242 patients in the Asylum. 

For the year 1893, we had al the beginning 242; there 
were 50 new admissions, and five who had been out on trial 
were returned, making a total of 297 under treatment. The 
daily average was 241.5. There were discharged as re- 
stored 20; as improved 9; as not improved 4; 4 eloped; 
3 werefurloughed; 2 transferred to Jackson, and 11 died, 
making a total of 58 discharges and deaths, leaving 246 
patients in the Asylum at this date. 

You will note that our admissions and discharges have 
been small, and in fact much below what they were for the 
two previous years. This comes from the fact that we ad- 
mitted all we could as application was made; many of these 
were old and feeble, and nearly all were chronic cases, for 
whom there was no hope of recovery. Whilethe law allows 
us to refuse to take a certain class, I have not been able to 
resist the appeals made by the friends of these unfortunate 
people, and when possible all have been admitted. 

.My wards having been filled with a class of chronic cases 
who do not get well, our adm/ssions and discharges for the 
fature must be limited. As recoveries are confined almost 
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exclusively to the new admissions, all estimates are made on 
the number of new admissions, and as more than half of 
those admitted for the first year were chronic cases trans- ` 
ferred from Jackson, it is impossible to make any fair esti- 
mate for that year; however, during the last year we had 
fifty new admissions and discharged twenty as restored, 
making a percentage of forty in new admissions. 

The percentage of deaths on the whole number treated 
was 4.27 for 1892, and 3.74 for 1893. 

Consumption and exhaustion from epilepsy and old age, 
still play an important part in removing our chronic cases. 
I am pleased to report that the health of our entire house- 
hold has been remarkably good during the entire period. 

We have inaugurated the system of furloughing mild 
patients when their people will bear all the expense incident 
to the change, and find it quite satisfactory. In some in- 
stances patients have continued to improve, and it has not 
been necessary to return them, while others have been able 
to remain at home for many months. Itis our policy to 
give alias much liberty as possible, and rarely is this priv- 
ilege abused, but occasionally some run away, and others 
have to be locked up again. Of those who escaped, all were 
returned except four, and two of these were subsequently 
discharged at the request of relatives, as they were able to 
remain at home, 

Our daily average for the first year is smaller than usual, 
owing to the fact that after the negroes were transferred to 
Jackson, we had to renovate our wards, which took about 
two months, and during that time we were short about eighty ' 
patients, thus reducing our average, but since then we have 
had our full quota nearly all the time. Notwithstanding the 
fact that our per capita expense was a little higher than 
usual, yet we were able to meet all expenses and leave a 
balance of $2,823.60. This comes from the fact that the 
daily average was below the average of previous years. 


Our expenses for this year have been about the same as 
heretofore, and I suggest that you ask for the game appro- 
priation. I think it would be more satisfactory to have only 
one fund, and let that cover everything. The Steward's re- 
port will show what has been spent this year and balance on 
hand. Iam satisfied that this balance will be sufficient to 
meet all expenses until the Legislature meets again. 


Our farm and garden have both yielded well. We have 
had an abundant supply of fresh vegetables for all, and have 
not had to buy any corn or forage tor the stock. 

Our herd of eattle continues to increase, and furnish all 


the milk needed. 
& 
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IMPROVEMENTS AND REPAIRS. 


All of the wards have been thoroughly painted and calci- 
mined, adding very much to the appearance of the building. 
Additional water-closets bave been put in each ward, the . 
water and steam pipes overhauled, and in some instances, 
replaced by larger ones. These changes have put the wards 
in a first-class sanitary condition, and I attribute the health- 
iness of our patients to these changes. 

Wide, substantial iron fire-escapes have been added to the 
building, and now we have three exits from each ward, 
which I consider ample for getting the patients out in case 
of fire. These escapes were erected at the cost of $498,88, 


leaving a balance of $501.12 of the special appropriation for 


fire escapes. 

The old rubber fire hose in the center has been replaced 
by the best quality of linen hose, which is sufficiently long 
to reach any part of the building. Two large Babcock fire 
extinguishers have been placed in the center of the building - 
and smaller ones in each ward, and in the laundry. In 
addition to these precautions, we have put in the engine 
room a strong Knowle's fire pump. This pump will take 
the place of the smaller pumps for pumping water into the 
tar ks in the attic, and in case of a fire we will be able to do 
good work with it, asit throws a stream of water ninety feet 
high. 

When the patients from the Asylum at Jackson were trans- 
ferred here, the Legislature made an appropriation of 
$2500 to meet the immediate expenses of caring for them. 
Only a small portion of this amount was used for that pur- 
pose, and as we did not need it for sapport, I asked your 
board to allow me to use it in-the erection of a permanent 
building for our laundry and boilers. With your consent 
such a building has been put up at the cost of $3000. This 
is for the most part fire-proof, and I feel satisfied that this 
act of yours will be approved. We have also -built a good, 
substantial coal shed. 

Besides these improvements, we have been constantly at 
work making many smaller improvements too numerous to 
mention in this report. Ishall only say that with a little 
more work on our fences, we will have the whole place 
enclosed with a good plank and wire fence, and for the last 
year we have used only cedar posts, which makes our fences 
permanent. 

NEEDS OF THE ASYLUM. 


The same necessity that existed two years ago still 
demands that you provide a better and safer means of light-

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ing the Asylum. I, therefore, beg to suggest that you ask 
for an appropriation to put in a small incandescent electric 
plant. Such a machine, large enough for our purposes, 
could be put in for about $2500, and then, by means of the 
storage system, the cost of operating it would not be any 
more than we now pay for coal oil, and when you take into 
consideration the safety of the electric light over coal oil, 
there can be no comparison between the two. 


Botn of our tanks in the attic are giving away, and the one 
for hot water is full of holes and leaks so that we cannot use 
it longer. This one must be replaced at once. The cold 
water tank may do service a short time yet, but it also has 
holes in it and must soon be replaced. As these tanks are 
in the attic, just above the sleeping apartments of the 
officers, they would do serious damage should they collapse 
or spring a large leak. Especially would this be the case 
should the hot water tank suddenly give way. 

Our washing machines are abcut worn out, and before the 
` year is gone we must replace them. They have been patched 
several times and cannot be made to do service much longer. 

Our kitchen and store-rooms are still in the basement, and 
a separate building ought to be put up for them, away from 
the main building. ¿The kitchen in the basement is objec- 
tionable on account A odors permeating the house, besides 
itis a constant source of danger on account of fires. It is 
next to impossible to keep the basement from getting sour 
and foul with meat, molasses and other groceries stored in 
it. An appropriation of $10,000 was asked two years ago 
for such a building, but after the fire at Jackson, the matter 
was not urged. I trust you may see fit to ask for the same 
appropriation. There is as great a demand for room in the 
Asylum as there was before the completion of the negro 
Asylum at Jackson, and it is only a question of time before 
additionl room must be provided for this unfortunate class of 
our population. Applications for admission are on file in 
both Asylums. Some of these patients are kept at home by 
4riends, but others, more troublesome and dangerous, are 
confined in jail. Ttis a great misfortune for a sick person 
to be confined in a jail with criminals, and when we shall have 
fully learned to consider an insane man a sick man, we will 
make suitable arrangements to care for him as such. As it 
now is, the jail, the poor-house, or any place where the un- 
fortunate one can be put out of the way, is considered good 
enough. I believo they all should be cared for alike by the 
State. It is impossible to keep them in the poor-houses, as 
the law contemplates, without suitable buildings, and even 
where this plan has been tried on a large scale, as in New 
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York and Pennsylvania, it has proven to be unsatisfactory, 


and recently the County Asylums have been abolished and 
all the insane put under the care of the State. I would sug- 
gest that additional room be provided as soon as practicable, 
the State be divided into districts, and each Asylum be re- 
required to take all the insane in its distriot. 


TREATMENT. 


Our line of treatment has been in keeping with the most 
advanced ideas as far as possible. Our torce of attendants 
is too small to give our patients the care they should have, 
especially when they are ill. Most Asylums have an atten- 
dant to about twelve patients, while we have one to twenty. 
Fortunately we have but little sickness, but occasionally we 
have some, and itis very trying on attendants to do day 
and night nursing. We have no sick nurses and no female 
nightwatch, consequently our day attendants have to look 
after the sick day and night. This istoo much for one set of 
attendants, and it could hardly be expected that the most 
efficient service is rendered. 

The patients still spend as much time outside as possible, 
and we now have separate parks for the sexes, so they can 
go out morning and afternoon. 

The same amount of work is done b¥:the patients as here- 
tofore. The men work on the farm, ih the garden and in 
the lawn, besides assisting in the house and dining room 
work, and mattress shops. The women help in the laundry 
and the sewing room, and assist in the house cleaning and 
dining rooms; many sew, knitand do fancy work in the wards. 
As far as we can we try to getall to do something, and quite 
a large per cent. of both men and women find something 
to do. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS. 


I desire to return thanks to many of the good people of 
Meridian for favors in the way of books, periodicals and 
papers sent to the‘patients. 

Mr. J. S. Pierson, that good and thoughtful philanthropist 
of New York, continues to remember us cach Christmas.

To you, gentlemen, I feel under renewed obligations for 
your co-opération and assistance in the management of the 
affairs of this institution.
